saw the

and 
.investigating; 


found out Miss Godfrey's plight and 
in a few moments had the fire out.

Godfrey's 
neck, 
wrist 
and 


hands were burned. 


She went upstairs to change her 


clothes, and when she returned she 
took the water pail and went to the 
weli, Mr. Lamprey starting to help 
her.

He was just in time to see the 


rope run down rapidly ,and heard 
cries 
for 
help. 
Miss 
Godfrey 


reached the bottom 
of 
the 
well, 


which, was forty feet deep, and the 
water was about seven feet deep. 


Miss Godfrey , however, 
found 2 


footing on a tub lying on the bottom 
which was about four feet high, thus 
bringing her head above water, and 
was finally drawn up after being in 
the ice cold water half an hour. 


She became unconscious as soon 


as she <was safe above ground, and 
for nearly twenty-four hours did not 
recover. Then she was in such

condition that she could not talk of 
her experiences.

ihips from the 
South, the fishing 


''loats from Brittany and 
southern 


England, and sailing craft from all 
the 
colonies. 
These ships 
came 


xnd went on their -way, touching at 
josport, bringing the news of the 
world to the town and leaving there 
3ome of its wealth. 
And the town 


which clung to the barren rocks of 
•Star Island and scattered itself over 
Lhe adjacent islands, "was- no incon- 
siderable place. 
Its population has 


•ieen variously estimated, one figure 
olacing it as high as three thousand. 
It was a town of affluence, 
as is 


shown by the salary paid to its min- 
ister in the middle of the eighteenth 
Century, his salary being the largest 
•hen paid to any minister 
in New 


England. It is shown also by the 
once noted Gosport academy, which 
irobably stood near the site of the 
•iresent chapel, and to which we are 
fold that boys and girls were sent 
from the mainland . It is indicated 
by our knowledge that off these is- 
'ands, as their name 
shows, 
were 


sound the shoals of fish for 
which 


came the fishermen of the world, in 
a. fashion not unlike their 
coming 


now to the banks of Newfoundland. 


Much cf this life -was swept away 


luring the period of the 
Araerican 


Revolution, but the present chapel, 
which was built soon after, looked 
1own, 
as did its predecessors, upon 


many ships that came 
and 
went, 


and upon a considerable town which 
Clustered around 
itj. 
Its 
bejlfry 


served as a beacon to incoming ves- 
sels, and in fogs- its flat-toned, iron 
oell warned them off the reefs. 
Its 


fower watched then, as it 
watches 


now, 
over the 
rocl-^hewn 
gr?;ve>s 


which surround it. Over one of these 
graves the pilgrim may read on a 
weathered headstone, in words writ- 
ten. by Cotton Mather, how Parson 
John Tucke was learned in history 
and 
geography 
and 
"general 


science;" that he was "affable and 
polite and amiable" and 
"given to 


hospitality," and that for more than 
forty years "he 
was 
the 
faithful 


physician both to the 
bodies 
and 


souls of his people." 
Looking from 


these graves to the 
chapel 
above 


them, tho pilgrim realizes all inade- 
quately that on this spot for more 
than two centuries and a half men 
hav-c worshipped God. Nothing but 
the graves and the chapel remain to 
remind him of this long history, but 
these do remind him, and 
the 
pil- 


esrim wiaHes that these memorials 
might endure forever. 


To this end the Isles of Shoals as- 


sociation have undertaken the pre- 
servation of the chapel . They use it 
for devotional meetings one week in 
the summer, and they undertake to 
sec that it is opened for worship on 
ovdry sunm^er 
Sunday. 
At these

ond denominations

preach. Extensive repairs have been 
made already, but If the chain?! is to 
stand secure through the winds and 
rains of another century other re- 
pairs must soon bo made.

large trees Is thus described in the Sci- 
entific American: "Tbe tree which is 
being transplanted is never bundled in 
any other way than from its base. To 
explain the method m a nutshell, it 
may be stated that the earth and root.-j 
are incased in a steel basket of any ie 
Quired size, which corresponds to th.1 
llowerpot of the florist The first oper- 
ation in transplanting a tree by this 
method is to thoroughly wet the earth 
about the tree, softening the ground. 
Next in order is the placing iu position 
of the steel basket, which Is made of 
curved steel shovels A medium sized 
machine inclosing earth and roots m\ 
feet in diameter is composed of four- j 
teen shovels made of five-sixteenth 
inch plow rteel, each of the snot els be- 
ing hinged to a steel platform sur- 
rounding the tn-c. After the shovel-. 
ha\e all been driven into place they art1 
firmly secured to the plattonn hj cross 
bars, by which the whole tieu can be 
lifted from its bed.

their early ideals. Tliey feel at times 
that they cannot strive and contend 
with fate against that which is even 
repellent and sordid. So many cares 
have arisen that all the charms that 
were never to be lost have been merged 
into the up bringing of a numerous 
family and the down bringing of the 
weekly accounts.

*ra; nothing else. It is a transmissi- 
ble disease, just as smallpox is a trans- 
missible disease. It is a germ disease, 
and the germs may he in the ground for 
months and yet retain virulence suffi- 
cient to cii'-se another outbreak if 
swine are ^'po.--ed to them. Swine are 
subjected to other diseases than hog 
cholera. 
Indigestion may indeed be 


caused by an overdose of feed of al- 
most any kind, but indigestion ordi- 
narily doe*; not kill. Hog cholera or- 
dinarily does kill- About the only way 
that sweet milk and water can hurt 
pigs is by not giving them enough. But 
let the pigs do the mixing. 


Rar-c for Hoes. 


In reply to an inquiry of one of your 


correspondents I will say I have had 
excellent results from the growing of 
rape for hog pasture, writes John Bun- 
nel to Stockman and Farmer. My ex- 
perience has been very 
satisfactory 


sowing broadcast from a point of sav- 
ing expense and time. Prepare a good 
seed bed about three or four inches 
deep (or seed bed suitable for sowing 
wheat), sow about four or five pounda 
of Dwarf Essex rape seed to acre. 
This can be sown with a common grass 
seed sower. Then barrow the ground 
thoroughly so that seed, will be well 
covered. 


The seed may be sown any time from 


April 1 to August or 1st of September, 
but I prefer earlier sowing. 
I have 


usually sown iny rape about tlie last of 
ilay, but will sow earlier this year. 
\V. C. W. will find in about six weeks 
he will have an excellent hog pasture, 
and I am sure he will be benefited by 
tbe growing of rape for hog pasture. 


Growing Figs.

Corn Wheat For Hogs. 


"Hog raising in eastern Washington 


has been given an impetus by the suc- 
cessful raising of a new variety of 
wheat known as corn wheat," said Mr. 
Donald S. Roberts of Tacoma, Wash- 
to a Washington Star man. 
"Experi- 


ments conducted during the past two 
years indicate that an excellent and 
important substitute for corn has been 
obtained by tbe farmers of tbe north- 
west. Heretofore one of the drawbacks 
of farmers raising stock, and especial- 
ly hogs, in the Pacific northwest has 
been the fact that corn could not be 
successfully raised. Farmers have been 
unable to feed their hogs on wheat 
worth from 40 to 70 cents a bushel and 
compete with tbe farmers of the prairie 
states, who feed corn worth 12!^. to 23 
cents a bushel. Corn wheat, which ap- 
pears to l>e the solution of the problem, 
was introduced about two years ago. 
The grain of corn wheat is ns large as 
two grains of ordinary wheat. It yields 
sixty to 100 bushels per acre and has a 
decided corn flavor rather than the 
sweetish taste of ordinary wheat. It 
grows successfully wherever other va- 
rieties of wheat grow and in some re- 
spects appears to be even more hardy. 
Its fattening qualities are shown to 
equal, if not surpass, those of corn. 
Tbe state grain inspector has sent sam- 
ples of corn wheat to the state grain 
Inspector of Minnesota to ascertain 1C 
It cannot be used by the macaroni fac- 
tories of that state instead of native 
grown wheat."

There is certainly some attraction in 
producing a team of horses that Ar- 
mour & Co. or Swift & Co. will buy,. 
While no one can deny the borse« 
shown in these teams are of a very 
high class, are they the type most 
needed or most in demand, either in 
this country or abroad? 


We never breed any' animal, much 


less a horse, for a single function. -Tha 
nearest we come to it is to emphasize 
some one or two functions or attri- 
butes above all others. Probably no one 
will seriously question that draft horses 
are bred for power, movement, endur- 
ance and style (including in the latter 
both beauty of form and beauty of 
movement i. 
But how much power, 


how much endurance, how much move- 
ment or speed and how much style are 
demanded? In this composition of mu- 
tually antagonistic forces where shall 
we land? If expressed in percentages 
after the manner of scale of points, 
shall 25 per cent be given to each, or 
shall style count 40, action 30, power 
2O aud endurance 10 points, or shall 
power count 30, endurance 30, action 
15 and style 5 points? I do not assert 
that either of the above expresses the 
true relationship, but I believe the lat- 
ter to be the safest aim for the Amer- 
ican breeder. 


As a little farm well cultivated will 


net its owner a better profit than a 
large farm neglected, so will smaller 
flocks of good, well bred sheep pay 
their owners better profits than large 
flocks made up of common, ill bred 
scrub sheep. 


The sheep men of Oregon and other 


overstocked ranges would make more 
money should they cut down their 
flocks and finish off their sheep better 
before putting them upon the market, 
says Wool Markets and Sheep. 


It is estimated that there are usual- 


ly more than a third more sheep upon 
the ranges of Oregon than the ranges 
are capable of carrying in full feed. 
If this estimate is correct, the sheep 
men there would do the wise thing— 
the money making thing—to cut down 
their holdings one-third. 
This would 


enable them to increase their profits at 
both ends of tbe season. They would 
have a third of their capital for in- 
vestment elsewhere or, what would be 
better, for investment in better sheep. 
Then with a third more range they 
could better fit their sheep for market 
and get more money for them. 


With the reduced flocks of selected 


ewes put rams of good breeding and 
thus increase tbe value of tbe lamb 
crop. 
Get the range sheep business 


more compact, and there will be more 
money in it. 


Another gain that ought to be cov- 


eted by all fair minded men would be 
the better feeling among the small set- 
tlers and the cattle men toward the 
sheap men. 


If more money and more peace and 


harmony can be had by reducing the 
flocks on the overcrowded ranges, what 
good reason can there be for not re- 
ducing them?

ruary and will not be ended until the 
first of June. It is the biggest orange 
crop that has ever been seen in Cali- 
fornia. Experts have tried to estimate 
Its size, but we slrall not know until the 
last tree has been stripped just how big 
it really is. They put their estimate at 
about 6,500,000 boxes. There are too 
many figures here to give us much of an 
idea. We may repeat them glibly enough. 
but they don't mean much to us. To 
learn that these C.500.000 boxes would 
make 22,000 carloads is perhaps more 
enlightening. We can figure that 22,00u 
cars would make more than ],000 
trains of good length and that strung 
out one after the other they would 
reach almost from New York to Balti- 
more. 


Should all these oranges ripen at one 


time onr markets would OP glutted 
with oranges. Our whole population. 
big as it is. could not eat up in a week 
all of California's orange crop even if 
every family had its share. But the 
golden harvest stretches itself over 
four of the winter and spring mouths 
and only ceases when strawberries and 
other native fruits begin to come. in. 


While the orange crop is being gath- 


ered, however, the groves nre busy 
places. Every little valley along the 
Sierra foothills is bustlingly active, and 
the long trains of fruit cars that start 
daily on their long way across the con- 
tinent tell how the harvest is progress- 
ing. The orange groves ring with the 
songs of the pickers among the trees. 


Everybody in the orange business in 


California is in good humor tliis year. 
The season has been warm, and t he- 
rains have come just righl for the 
groves. There has not been the least

of the trees are "cur back" so as to 
make them grow low, and the fruit is 
therefore easily gathered. ISut there 
arc thousands of acres of trees w Inch 
are quite tall, and these must be picked 
from ladders laid against a tree. 


The picker has tied to his waj»: alt- 


er iIn; manner of an apron a sack, into 
which the oranges are drop]«-d. They 
are noi pulled off the twigs, but are cut 
off with a j>:;"r of shears. Then they 
arc p'aced in carrying boxes, which are 
Ladled to the packing hou^e. 


The fruit must be picked from the 


color, onl^- the riper being selected 
from a tree which is heavily laden. An 
experienced eye tells the picker what 
kind of fruit will do for picking, he be- 
ing guided almost entirely by the tinge 
which the fruit has taken on. 


First of all the great wagon loads of 


bcxes nre carefully tallied to find 
whether any fruit from the pickers in 
the groves is missing. Then the boxes, 
with their golden spheres, are set aside 
for a three days" curing. Fresh from 
the tree an orange is still very much 
alive, with the oil cells expanded and 
the mystery of growth not yet suspend- 
ed. Cut off from the sap supply, a 
change takes place. The skin draws 
closer to the pulp and gives off mois- 
ture that would cause sweating if the 
fruit were packed at once. 


After the wagon trip from the or- 


chard it is necessary to give these dust 
stained travelers a bath. By the bushel 
the newcomers are dumped into a long. 
narrow tank: of water, at one end of 
which is a big wheel with a tire of soft 
bristles. The wheel revolves so that 
the lower edge works in connection 
with another set of brushes in a small- 
er tank below, and the oranges, aft*- 
bobbing about in the big tank, pass be- 
tween the wet brushes and come out 
bright and clean. 


After their bath the oranges are 


spread out in the suu to dry on long, 
slanting racks. At the lower end they 
roll off into boxes, to be carried away 
to the warehouse for their rest. An or- 
ange needs a deal of grooming. The 
washing is not enough. 


There must be a brushing, too. and 


after the days of curing the oranges 
are fed into a hopper, which drops 
them single file on to a belt that runs 
between revolving cylindrical brushes. 
This gives them their smooth, shiuy

look. From the brushes they drop into 
an elevator that lifts them to the sort- 
ing table, where they jostle each other 
iu their hurry to get past the keen eye 
of the sorter. 


The sorting table has a gentle pitch, 


and the divided stream pours single file 
upon two narrow tracks of moving 
ropes which gradually diverge. 
The 


smallest oranges fall through first, the 
next size further on, and the next slip 
into bins below, graded in a dozen sizes 
from those that run SCO to the box to 
the great ones that cannot be spanned 
with both hands and run eighty to the 
box. Both extremes and the next four 
smallest sizes are subject to discount 
from market price as "off sizes." 


Then comes the packing. The pack- 


ers are almost wholly women and girls. 
A deftness of hand is essential, and as 
the work is done by piece—2 to 3 cents 
a packed box—it is seen that the one 
who would earn $1 or $1.50 a day must 
be quick with her hands and attend 
closely to business. From tho sorting 
table the oranges, now separated as to 
sizes and color and blemishes, run in 
troughs to the packers and empty into 
bins. 


The growth of the orange industry is 


one of the marvels of California. From 
an aggregate invested capital of about 
$10,000 In orange groves in that locality 
twenty years ago there is now invested 
in growing oranges in southern Cali- 
fornia something more than $50,000,- 
000, 
This capital embraces money 


spent In land, trees, irrigation devices, 
packing bouses, agricultural Imple- 
ments and fertilizing of groves. Fif- 
topii years afio the annual orange prod- 
uct of California averaged 500 carloads, 
nnd then wlion new groves crime Into 
bearing the output leaped forward by 
3.000 and -1.000 carloads every year. In

THE HIKADO Or JAPAN. 


One feature of a kind which no west- 


ern "world's fair" can mr.tch will be 
the assembling of 10,0oo Buddhist 
priests arrayed In gorgeous vestments 
to chant hymns in commemoration of 
the thirteen hundredth animersary of 
the death of Prince Suotoku. Only once 
before has this great ceremony been 
performed in Japan. The first time was 
1,200 years ago. In connection with 
this rite a great bell 2G feet high and 16 
feet in diameter will be cast in the 
temple grounds, the material for the 
bell to be a medley of mirrors, swords, 
kettles and all manner of other metallic 
offerings of pious Buddhists. 


Another feature which would be of 


peculiar interest to western beholders 
will be the geisha dances. These dances 
occur annually at the Osaka training 
school for dancers. This year they fall 
within the time of the exposition and 
will be performed with unusual splen- 
dor. 


Osaka is the second largest city of 


the Japanese empire, with u population 
of nearly a million. It is so old and 
beautiful and quaint that foreign visit- 
ors have called it the Japanese Venice. 
It is so busy, progressive and modern 
that others have called it the Chicago 
of Japan, while still others, looking up- 
on its ships and its industry and thrift, 
have called it a second Glasgow. It is 
the richest city in the empire, covering 
an area of twenty-one square miles, 
and manufactures everything from ar- 
tificial flowers to steel billets and from 
toothpicks to railway coaches. "Many 
Americans have arranged to visit the 
Osaka fair.

This increase will brii.g 
the number of men aboard our war- 
ships up to 2S.50U, or about 5,000 more 
than the actual strength of our regular 
army before the Spanish war.
